(lie f^fseuilul point In these calcu- 
lulioiiii seems 10 havt! been complete- 
ly overlooked by the framera and ad- 
vocaiea uf this bill, who aeem to think 
that ships were all that Is needed to 
carry cargoes, and that Is terminal 
r.'i ilitleii. TiTmlnalB are us necessary 
to shlpii iiH U} nillwayH. Steamsiiips 
can ri.ii pml up at any landing and un- 
load its cargo on th^ bank. Deep har- 
bors, especially constructed piers and 
docking racllitles, and huge ware- 
houses must all be provided before- 
hand. These abnormal world condl- 
tlona have congested and overtaxed all 
the harbors of Kurope almost beyond 
Imagination. Tbe war drain upon men 
has depleted tbe ranks of stevedores 
and dock hands. On account of these 
delays 1 1 is said that H requires 11 
ve><8€!a now lo do the work of 5 under 
normal conditions. The Rngllsh ports 
are congested largely because of tlu> 
ncarcity of labor; and In France they 
have been compelled lo use the (Jer- 
man prisoners to unload Ibe shlpa and 
i l<ar Hie quays i<nd docks. It Is not 
• I' lr. a* a buslneas proposition, how 
a few more Oovernmeot-owned ves- 
i-eia can relieve this situation or emer- 
Kency. Tbe Government would flrst 
be ronipelled to purchase, construct, 
or leaae more terminal facilities be- 
fnie II can relieve exiating conditions, 
and thus divert a large part of tbe 
'ai lial of tbia corporation from the 
I' iri haae of ablps. 

A recent editorial In the New York 
TImea very aptly lllustratea this pro- 
position. It says: 

"It la especially fatuoua to provide 
Government ablpping or private ablp- 
ping with Ooveremcnt aid when tbe 
neceatliy of Ihe case Is not so much 
shipping aa facilities for loading and 
unloading. To the facts on this tact 
as given by carrisra' spohaaaen on 
this aide of tbe ocean may now be 
added incontestable evidence froa tbe 
other side. Twenty-one vessela ar- 
rived in Litrerpool lut Thursday and 
not ons ot thea waa able to get a 
berth lo dlBcharge ita oarge. 

"It would be Idle to add to aaeh coa> 
gestlon by providing more ahipa. Tho 
trouble Is aot one of trade, bul of war. 
Some poru are cloaed, tbrowlag aore 
bualneu upoa others thaa they could 
do In favorable Uaea. Many doeh la- 
borers have eallsled aad othera are 
earning auch high wagea thai they are 
lodependaat. Ooaaeree la aot run- 
ning la aocuslaaed Haas. Strange 
boata ara oa aatbaiilar routoa aad re- 
quire aore attealloa thaa Ibera run- 
ning on routine. If aay Oovaraaent 
should Interveae. it ia aet oars. We 
are ablppiag full roluaaa ot gaoda at 
our owB prieea, aad tho trel^l la paid 
by tbe buyer. They shoald worry, aot 
we. We ahould worry eoly It thoao 
who are aore eager thaa talso ahoaM 
thrust UB lata aa eiperlaaal whteh to 
001 oaly uaaseuaaary la a eoauBorciai 
sease, bat to alhaoBloaa pollttoally."
